Think twice—before you act once 


pralriefl, in gent ral, are good. an<i 
ample produce should he obtained 
to supply most families for the entire 
yetir. With the present sdiortage® and 
high prices a grl ater effort should 
be marie to prevent wastage of these 
crops. Many vegetables are readily 
and eaaily ston'd in the fnlsti state 
and will remain In first class comlit 
Ion throughout the winter. Other veg 
stables should be preserved by can 
ntog. freezing, or d! hydrating:, tt is 
importan that more vegetables be 
stored on the farm tlian in the town 
home, as rural persons must often 
depend almost efltlr.sly on- their- own 
supply. Town people have ready ac¬ 
cess to fresh vegetables in. retail 
crU>il?B an l aae not ho liable to suffer 
from lack of them in winter. 

Satisfactory atm age houses are 
eaaily and cheaply constructed. An 
excavation to n depth of 5 - 7 feet, 
with natural earth walls; a port rta .\ 
and soil roof is all that Is requ rod 
to provide storage fully a a good an u 
much more elaborate ocratructien. 
The earth walls may require support 
lng with planks or pole* to prevent 
•oil from caving in. A strong well 
■ttppcrtnd pole roof will wtithstaml 
tlie great "eight of the straw and 
soil require i for roof inflation. Two 
lo three feet of well packed straw 
and about two feet of soil is required 
for good protection.

Better Farmers 

Jus I over a year ago, we drew the 
attention of our readers to the agri¬ 
cultural courses offered to farm boys 
and young men in the three Prairie 
Provinces. We emphasized the wide 
variety of skills that are essential to 
successful farming, and pointed out 
that while many of these can be 
acquired on the farm, many others 
are developed much better and more 
quickly through special training at 
r.jricultural colleges and schools. If 
any reader doubts this statement, 
let him consult a graduate of the 
School of Agriculture, Olds, Alberta, 
cr one of the farm schools con¬ 
nected with the Universities of Sask¬ 
atchewan or Manitoba. 

It is significant that discussions 
(V postwar agriculture, by govern¬ 
ment bodies, almost without excep¬ 
tion, emphasize the necessity of 
increasing the facilities for training 
prospective farmers. Many farm 
organizations have expressed sim¬ 
ilar view?. 

The young* man who decides to 
devote his life to scientific research, 
teaching or extension must take a 
university degree. This usually 
involves 0 * ( e XI or Grade XII 
crtrancc requirement and four uni¬ 
versity tenor, extending from the 
end of Set ember to the latter part 
of April. I-'or various reasons, many 
farm boys will never consider enroll¬ 
ing in die degree course and, con¬ 
sequently, shorter, more practical 
rour-es are open lo any farm boy 
10 years or ever in each of the 
Prairie Province?. These shorter
